DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 6-12, 13, 14, 18-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1 and 13, the instant invention is directed to a method for 
receiving files sent by a central server to an audiovisual data reproduction system 
manage by an operating system and linked to the server using a data transfer link 
method for representing interconnections of a plurality of elements of a video-on- 
demand services system; An article of manufacture comprising a computer usable 
medium having computer readable program code means. ..for causing representation of 
interconnection of a plurality of elements of a video-on-demand system; An architecture 
for providing information about a video-on-demand service system and a method of 
providing multilevel information about a plurality of video-on-demand related entities and 
resources, respectively. The relevant prior art of record, such as Chimoto et al 
(5,838,383) disclose multimedia TV receiver and method of booting the same. 
Arsenault et al (5,886,995) disclose dynamic mapping of broadcast resources. Maissel 
et al (6,637,029) disclose an intelligent EPG and providing ads or alerts based on 
audience statistical viewing data. Walker et al (6,131,086) disclose method and system 
for allowing viewers to purchase program products. Peters et al (6,374,336) disclose a 
computer system and process for transferring multiple streams of data stored on 
multiple storage units. Dev et al (5,295,244) disclose network management system 
using interconnected hierarchies to represent different network dimensions in multiple 
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display views. However, neither Ballhorn, Arsenault, Maissel, Walker, Peters nor 

Dev and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the 
feature of "...each of the interconnections of the matrix represets a logical connection of 
presentation flowing from one primary server to one secondary server and multiple 
presentation are flowing between the one primary server and the one secondary server, 
and the multiple presentations are represented by a stack of blocks shown on each of 
the intersections, each of the blocks representing a different one of the multiple 
presentations." as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 18, 
24, 25 and 29.
